Throughout Los Angeles County

Advocates  of parks and picnic
#rounds for the public in Los Angeles
county are planning action to obtain
more recreation spaces owned and
operated by the county before it is
too late. It ispeinfed out by pro-
ponents of additional breathing spots
that although Los Angeles county ‘is
by far the most populous in the state
and is developing the most rapidly, it
farthest behind in providing out-
of-door reereation centers,

Owing to the vast increase in popu-
Lition, the small parks and limited
picnic grounds already provided are
far from adequate, and provision must
be made in a big way for the out-
door life of the people if Los Angeles
county is to keep pace with other

counties in the state. Early action
is necessary, it is argued, because
the longer obtaining of parking
zrounds is delayed the more difficult
it will be to secure the right sort
of reservation.

Although the movement has not yet
assumed  tangible form, there e
many earnest advocates of immediate

action. Among the organizations
backing the enterprise is the Auto®
mobile Club of Southern California,
which points out the rapid increase

in automobiles and the growing long-

ing for the outdoors as reasons “or
providing adequate outdoor recre-
ation: centers easily within reach of
the most populous points in the
county.
